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INTRODUCTION. 

literature is a Republic that admits of no 
authority but tliat of Learning, Genius, 
and Perfuafioii. Tlie U'riter— whetlier 
King, Peer, or Commoner — is judged 
with one judgment. Curiofity, Rever- 
ence, or Loyalty may procure for a Work an attentive 
reception and feme prefent a}.plaufc ; but its perpetu- 
ation, its place in the Literature of the country, will de- 
pend upon either its intrinfic merits, or on its illustrative 
power in refpefl to the age in which it was written. 

On thefe latter grounds, the Royal prodiidlions here 
reprinted have been admitted into the Series. 

77te Jiei:lis and Cautdis in Scoff is Poefie bring James 
VI, Tiithin the fucceflion of our early Poetical Critics; 
whofe V ritings^not very numerous, but now exceflive- 
ly fcarce — are of great value in the fludy of Englifh 
Poetry. For — not to fpeak of their often preferving 
fnatches of poems now utterly lofl — they (how us the 
theories of verfification, the canons of Poetic tafle 
and ftyle, pre\'ailing in our country, immediately 
before the advent of Spenfer, Shakefpeare, and their 
fertile contemporaries. Thefe writings were reprinted 
by Mr. Hailewood in Iiis Ancient Critical Effays, 2 
vols. 4to„ i8ii-r6: a Reprint, of which only 300 
copies were pdnted, (and a portion of that number 
ddlroyed bj- fiie), which is now fcarce; and which, 
when met with, ufually colls two or three pounds. 
The oiiginal texss being fo rare: Mr. Hallewood's 
Reprint was, tmiil lately, the only means whereby 
mofl. of us could obtain a knowledge of this important 
department of our National literature. 

In purfuance, therefore, of what feemed an impera- 
tive dut)- : thefe Criticifras in Foefy are being gradu- 
ally reproduced in tliis Series. To the four now pub- 
lifhed— Gakcoigxe, SiDXrv, James VI., and Ejjtten- 
ham: we X'lU'pofe adding in 1^70, W. IVekbe^s DiJ- 
coiirfe (of v.liich only two copies remain) : and the five 
productions, forming two-thirds of Vlt. Hallewood's 
Reprint — including alfo with them four others of 
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4 TntroduBion. 

a differing charafler^ — will be obtainable for gj. dd., 
and be on unlimited iale. It is to be hoped that this 
advantageous facility of knowledge, may allure many 
to a more thorough delight in Elizabethan poetry: and 
that by a combined ftudy of thefe Principles of Poefy 
with the Poems themfelves, many may attain to a 
more fubtle appreciation, a more fenfitive feeling of 
that Song — which, in its aggregate and bulk, is the 
fweeteil and mofl. endianting in our Hillory. 

How much the Cowitcrblajle reprefeiits another clafs 
of our Literature, and a good deal of our former man- 
ners ; the notices given of the Toliacco controverfy 
will (how. Thus both works (land on their own merits; 
their own reputation and tliat of their Royal Author 
but predifpofmg them to a courteous reception.

Almoll his firfl new literary produclion as King of 
Great Britain and Ireland was A Counterhlaste to lo- 
bacco. So far as limited time and fpace have permitted, 
we have, further on, furrounded it with fomewhat of the 
antecedent and fubfequent literature of the fubjeft. 
Lovers of the Pipe fometimes endeavour to stultify 
James' Invective : by (ketching, on an enlarged fcale, 
the perfonaf habits, the notions and conceits of the fo- 
called Britifh Solomon. Here again the Inve<flive mufl 
fland on its own merits. Wliat it is in itfelf, we can 
eflimate. The meafure of its influence — efpecially 
when its Royal authorfhip became generally known — 
may not now be attainable. As a matter of hiftory;

Whofe body whole, with purponr was owercledd, 

Whofe taill of conlour was celeftiall blew. 

With (karlat pennis that through it mixed grew : 

Her craig was like the yallowe bumilht gold, 

And fhe her felf thre hundretli yeare was old. 

She might haue lined as long againe and mair, 

If fortune had not ilayde dame Naturs will ; 

Sis hundreth yeares and fourtie was her fcair. 

Which Nature ordained her for to fulfill. 

Her natiue foile (he hanted euer Rill, 

Except to Egyft whiles fhe tooke her courfe. 

Wherethrough great Njilus down runs from his fourfe. 

Like as ane hors, when he is barded haile, 
An fethered pannach fet vpon his heid. 
Will make him feame more braue : Or to aflaile 
The enemie, he that the troups dois leid, 
Ane pannache on his healme will fet in deid : 
Euen fo, had Nature, to decore her face ; 
Giuen her ane tap, for to augment her grace. 
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In quantitie, (he dois refemble neare 
Vnto the fouie of mightie loue, by name 
The AEgk calld : oft in the time of yeare. 
She vfde to foir, and flie thi-ough diuers realme, 
Out through the Azure flcyes, whiU (he did Ihame 
The Sunne himfelf, her coulour was fo bright, 
TOl he abalhit beholding fuch a hght.

Or feare, euen in the cloflie mth her of will. 

Syne Ihe her felf, perkt in my chalmer fliil. 

When as the countreys round about did heare 
Of this her byding in this countrey cold, 
Which not but hills, and darknes ay dois beare, 
(And for this caufe was Scotia calld of old,) 
Her lyking here, when it was to them told, 
And how ftie greind not to go backe againe : 
The loue they bure her, tumd into difdaine. 
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Lo, here the frui<fls, whilks of Inuy dois breid, 
To harme them al!, who vertue dois imbrace. 
Lo, here the fruifts, from her whilks dois proceid, 
To harme them all, that be in better cace 
Then others be. So followed they the trace 
Of proud Inuy, thir countreyis lying neir, 
That fiich a foule, (hould lyke to taiy heir. 

Whill Fortoun at the la(l, not onely raoued 
Inuy to this, which could her not content, 
Whill that Inuy, did feafe fom foules that loued

To follow her, mifknowing them at all. 
This made them worke her vndefemed fall. 

Thir were the rauening fowls, whome of I fpak

Hot yet at all that ferved not for remeid, 
For noghttheles, they fpaird her not a haire 
In (lede of her, yea whyles they made to bleid 
My leggs : ( fo grew their malice mair and mair ) 
Whicli made her both to rage and to difpair, 
Firil, that but caufe they did her fuch difiiort : 
Nixt, that Ihe laked help in any fort. 

Then hauing tane ane dry and wethered lira, 

In deip difpair, and in ane lofty rage 

She fprang vp heigh, outfleing euery fa : 

Syne to Panchaia came, to change her age 

Vpon Apollos altar, to aflwage 

With outward fyre her inward raging fyre : 

Which then was all her cheif and whole defyre. 

Then being carefull, the event to know 
Of her, who homeward had returnde againe 
Where (he was bred, where Horms dois neuer blow, 
Nor bitter blafts, nor winter fnows, nor raine. 
But fommer flili : that countray doeth fo ilaine 
All realmes in fairnes. There in hade I feat. 
Of her to know the ylTew and event. 

The meffinger went there into fic hafle. 
As could permit the farrnes of the way. 
By crofling ower fa mony countreys waile 
Or lie come there. Syne with a lytle flay 
Into that land, drew homeward euery day ; 
In his returne, !yke diligence he ihew 
As in his going there, through realmes anew. 
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Fra he retumd, then fone without delay 
I fpeared at him, ( the certeantie to try) 
What word of Phmnix which was flown away? 
And if tlirough all the lands he could her fpy. 
Where through he went, I bad him not deny. 
But tell the truetji, yea whither good or ill 
Was come of her, to wit it was my will.

fyre. Bot as to this work, quhilk is intitulit, Tlie 
Reulis and cautelis to be obferuit and efchewit in Scottis 
Foefie, ze may maruell paraventure, quhairfore I fould. 
haue writtin in that mater, fen la mony leamit men, 
baith of auld and of late hes already written thairof in 
dyuers and findiy languages : I anfwer. That nocht- 
withftanding, I haue lykewayis writtin of it, for twa 
cauflis : The ane is. As for them that wrait of auld, 
lyke as the tyme is changeit fenfyne, fa is the ordour 
of Poefie changeit For then tliey obferuit not Flow- 
ing, nor efchewit not Rymingin termes, befydes fmdrie 
vttier thingis, quliilk now we obfetue, and efchew, and 
dois well in la doing : becaufe that now, quhen the 
warld is waxit auld, we haue all their opinionis in writ, 
quhilk were learned before our tjnne, befydes our awin 
ingynis, quhair as they then did it onelie be thair awin 
ingynis, but help of any yther. Thairfore, quhat I 
fpeik of PoeCe now, I fpeik of it, as being come to 
mannis age and perfe<flioun, quhair as then, it was bot 
in the infancie and chyldheid. The vther caufe is. 
That as for thame that hes written in it of late, there 
hes neuer ane of diame written in our language. For 
albeit fmdrie hes written of it in Englifh, quhilk is lykefl, 
to our language, zit we differ from tliame in fmdrie reulis 
of Poefie, as ze will find be experience. I haue lyke- 
wayis omittit dyuers figures, quhUkis are neceffare to 
be vfit in verfe, for two caufis. The ane is, becaufe 
they are vfit in all languages, and thairfore are fpokin 
of be Du Bellay, and findrie vtheris, quha hes written 
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in this airt. Quhairfore gif I wrait of them alfo, it 
fould feme that I did bot repete that, quhiLk they 
haue ivritten, and zit not fa weil, as they haue done 
already..

Be ii-.different I meane, they quhilk 
ere atjier lang or (hort, according as ze 
pi ace thame. 

The fonne of placeing fyllabes in verfe, is this. 
That zour firft fyllabe in the lyne be fliort, tlie 
fecond lang, the thrid fliort, the fourt lang, the fyh 
ihort, the fixt lang, and fa furth to the end of the 
lyne. Alwaj-is tak heid, that the nomber of zour fete 
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in euery lyne be euin, and nocht odde ; as four, fix, 
audit, or ten : and not thrie, fyue, feuin, or nyne, 
except Ltbeinbroken verfe, quhiikisare out of reuland 
dayiie inuentit be dyuers Poetis. Bot gif ze wald alk 
me the reulis, qahairby to knaw euerie ane of thir thre 
foirfaidis kyndis of fyllabes, I anfwer, Zour eare man 
be the onely iudge and difcemer thairof. And lo 
prone this, I remit to the iudgeraent of the fame, 
quhilk of thir twa lynis following flowis bed,

Tn the Sea then Lucifer to vfprmtg. 
I doubt not bot zour eare makkis zou eaClie to 
perfaue, that tlie firfl lyne flowis weil, and the vther 
nathing at all. The reafoun is, becaufe the firfl 
lyne keips the reule abone written, to wit, the firfl 
fute fhort, the fecound lang, and fa furfh, as I Ihewe 
before : quhaix as the vther is direct contrair to the 
fame. Bot fpecially tak heid, quhen zour lyne is of 
fourtene, that zour Se£lioun in aucht be a lang mono- 
fyllabe, or ellis the hinmefl fyllabe of a word alwais 
being lang, as I faid before. The caufe quhy it man 
be ane of thir twa, is, for the Mufiqne, becaufe that 
quhen zour lyne is ather of xiiij or xij fete, it wilbe 
drawin la lang in the fmging, as ze man refl in the 
middes of it, quhilk is the Seclioim : fa as, gif zonr 
Sectioun be nocht ather a monofyllabe, or ellis the 
hinmefl fyllabe of a word, as I faid before, bot the 
firll fyllabe of a polyfyllabe, the Mufique fall make zow 
ia. to rell in the middes of that word, as it fall cut the 
ane half of the word fra the vther, and fa fall mak it 
feme twa different wordis, that is bot ane. This aucht 
onely to be obferuit in thir foirfaid lang lynis: for 
the ihortnes of all fliorter lynis, then thir before men- 
tionat, is the caufe, that the Mufique makis na refl 
in the middes of thame, and thairfore thir obferuationis 
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feruis nocht for thame. Onely tak heid, that the 
Seiiioun in thame kythe fomethlng laiiger nor any 
■ vther feit in that lyne, except the fecound and the laft, 
as I haue faid before. 

Ze man tak heid lykewayis, that zour langetl lynis 
exceid nochte fourtene fete, and that zoui siiortell be 
nocht within foure. 

Remember alfo to mak a SeBioun in the middes of 
euery lyne, quhether the lyne be lang or (hort. Be 
SeHioun I mean, that gif zour lyne be of fourtene fete, 
zour aucht fute, man not only be langer then the 
feuint, or vther fhort fete, but alfo langer nor any 
vther lang fete in the fame lyne, except the fecound 
and the hinmefl. Or gif your lyne be of twelf fete, zour 
SeBioun to be in the fexL Or gif of ten, zour SeSlioun 
to be in the fext alfo. The caufe quhy it is not in 
fyue, is, becaufe fyiie is odde, and euerie odde fute 
is Ihort. Or gif your lyne be of aucht fete, zour 
Sediotm to be in the fourt Gif of fex, in the fourt 
alfo. Gif of four, zour SeSlioun to be in twa. 

Ze aucht likewife be war with oft compofmg 
zour haill lynis of monofyllabts onely, (albeit our 
language haue fa many, as we can nocht weill efchewe 
it) becaufe the maifl pairt of thame are indifferent, 
and may be in fhort or lang place, as ze like. Some 
wordis of dyuers fyllabis are likewayis indifferent, as 

Thairfore, reftore. 

I thairfore, then. 

In the firft, thairfore, (thair) is ihort, and (fore) is 
lang : In the rther, (theur) is lang, and (fore) is ihort, 
and zit baith flowis alike weill. Bot thir indifferent 
wordis, conipofit of dyuers fyllabes, are rare, fuppofe 
in monofyllabes, commoun. The caufe then, quhy 
ane haill lyne aucht nocht to be compofit of mono- 
fyllabes only, is, that they being for the maift pairt 
indifferent, nather the fecound, hinmeft, nor ScBioun, 
will be langer nor the other lang fete in the fame lyne. 
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Thairfore ze man place a word compofit of dyuers 
fyllabes, and not indifferent, ather in the fecound, 
hinmeft, or Seflioun, or in all thrie. 

Ze man alfo tak held, that quhen thare fallis any

Repeting the fame, nocht, in baith the lynis : becaufe 
this fyllabe, tiocht, nather ferujng for cullour nor fute, 
is bot a tayle to tlie lang fute preceding, and thairfore 
is repetit lykewayis in the nixt lyne, quhilk rymes vnto 
it, euin as it fet doun in the firfi. 

There is alfo a kynde of indifferent wordis, afiveill 
as of fyllabis, albeit few in nomber. The nature quhair- 
of is, that gif ze place thame in tlie begynning of a 
lyne, they are fhorler be a fute, nor they are, gif ze 
place thame hinmell in the lyne, as 

Sen patience I man haue perforce, 
I hue in hope with patience.

I fall neiier cair, glf zoar fubiea 
were of loue, or tragedies, Becaufe in thame zour 
words man be dra^sin lang, quhilkis in Flyting man 
be fliort. 

Ze man, lykewayis tak heid, the ze waill zour wordis 
according to the purpofe : As, in ane heich and learait 
purpofe, to vfe heich, pilhie, and leamit wordis. 

Gif zour purpofe be of loue, To vfe comraoun lan- 
guage, with fome paffionate wordis, 

Gif zour purpofe be of tragicall materis. To \-fe 
lamentable wordis, with fome heich, as rauiHiit in 
admiratioun. 

Gif zour purpofe be of landwart effairis, To vfe cor- 
ruptit and vplandis wordis. 

And finally, quhatfumeuer be zour fubieft, to vfe 
vocabula artis, quliairby ze may the mair viuelie repre- 
fent that perfoun, quhais pairt zt paint out. 

This is likewayis neidfuU to be vfit in fentences, als 
Weill as in wordis. As gif zour fubieft be heich and 
learnit, to vfe leamit and infallible reafonis, prouin be 
neceffities.

It would therefore appear that Raleigh himfclf had nothing to 
do either with the introdnftion of the weed jlfelf, or of tlie habit of 
fmoking of it. Hawkins may have brought home a few fpecimers 
of the plant in 1565 ; but for the importation of it in any quantity 
andfor the teaching of how to fmoke it, we are indebted to Mailer 
Ralph Lane and to his fellow-colonifts, who acquired both from 
the Indians, during the twelve months they were cut off from all 
intercourfe with their mother- country. 

2. William Camden, who was fecond, afterwards Head Mafter 
of Weftminfter School between 1575-1593, and confequenlly a 
contemporary witnefs, in his Annalss, publifhed in Latin in 1615, 
at/. 3SS, gives this account ; of which this is the earlieft tranfla- 
tion into Englifh.

In the faee of^thefe faiSs, attefted by early contemporary tefti- 
mony ; all accounts which reprefent Sir W. Raleigh as introduc- 
ing Tobacco into England muft be confideredfalfe in that tefpedt. 

lncidenta.lly this agrees with the account — though in iffelf " ' 
evidence— given in an undated 4 pp. trafl, The Vmimeus Qi 
lilies of ToSacce, apparently printed before 1650. 

Tabacco is an ignite Plant, called by the native Americans FidiH; by 
those of Hisfaimla. PHe 6e Cennc; as by those of Nivj FroHci, Pen, 
FHum, and Pe/iairim. It was called by the French NiettioHit, Ironi Jo/la 
Nkeii«s Embassador to the kins of Fratur, who An. t;;^, first sent this 
Plant into Frnacs. But now it is generally by us Europeans termed Taiace, 
(which we imnrapErly pronounce folincce) a name firit given it by the Spani- 
ards from thnr Vsaii Taiace, which abounded with thu^ Plant; whereof had 

havephiloEophised thereon. They say we are behoving to Sir Francii Drak/s 
Marinen for the knowledge and use of the Plant, who brought its Seed from 
Virgirtie loto Eugland about the year 1583. 

IV. But while Sir Waller introduced neither the Herb nor the 
manner of fmoking it, there is a general coiifent thai he princi- 
pally brought the habit of Tobacco-fmoking, or, as it was at firft 
called, i:oh3.ci:<:i-di-inih!g, into fafhion. His name, and his al- 
moli exclufively, became identified with the new National Habit. 

Vet even of this, we have but little demonllralive proof. 
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It ma)', however, be ivell to give fomeof the principal traditions 
and legends on this point.

' lliere was a Iradi^on, in the parish of Si. ilatllievr, Friday Street, that 
Sit Walter Kaleigh and hlr Hugh Hlv-ddleton often emoaked tobacco together 
at the door of Sir Hush's hous? in that parish.

1781, which fonns the fecond volume of bis Tour in iVaks, the 
firft of which was puliUlhed in 1778 ; gives the following account 
of William Middletou : the third fon of Richard Middleton, 
Governor of Denbigh Callle, and brother to Sir Hugh Middle- 
ton, the fixth fon in tlmt la.mily.

How much this legend ivanders from the fails of the cafe, will 
be apparent from tbe above.

VI. We have now bnt to notice the early begitmings of the 
Tobacco Controverfy, which— fometimes flombenng, fometimes 
raging — has lafted to our o^sn time, and will jet go on It 
created a larger early Toliacco htentnre m England thin is gene 
rally thought, or than we haiebeen able to tnce It raged over 
Europe as well as in England. 

And here we may exprefs fome aftoniihment that no one among 
the countlefs myriads of Smokers, has ever written a Hiftory of 
the Tobacco Literature and of the progrefs of Smoking tlirough 
dvilized and uncivilized communities, even tmto this lail age, 
wherein the Whahabees of Arabia punilh it, under tlie name of 
Drinkiug t/uJhamifi!lwA\ death. Of Iketches there are feveral . 
Mr. F, Tiedeman has given an excellent one of the general 
Introduiflion of the plant into Eni-ope, in his GefehichU des Ta- 
bais, etc., Frankfort, 1852. Mr. F. W. Fiirholt in his Hi^iy 
ef Tobacco, London 1842, has given a good inftalment towards a 
Hiftory of the fubjea: while A Paper: of Tabacce, by Jofepi 
Fume [W. A. Chatto] London, 1832, is a fiighter ftudy flill. 
Another work, .^ Pinch sf Snuff, London, 1837, I have been 
unable to meet with. Dr. H. W. Cleland in his iirii-ately printed 
work On titi Hifiory and Properlia, Chemical and Medical, of 
Tebaece, Gla^ow, July 1840 — which work also we have not had 
the advantage of confnl ting— gives a lift of 150 works on this 
fubjecl. All thefe modem works are but helps to llie future Hif- 
toriail of Tobacco.

' Common-wealth, or Body-politicke, how 
', or peaceable foeuer it bee, that laches the 
r errors, and naturally endiiied corruptions : 
w wonder, although this our Countrey 
n-wealth, thmigh peaceable, thoiigh wealthy, 
ingin both, be amongst the refl, fuUeSt 
io the owne naturallinfirmities. We are of all Nations 
the people most loiiing and 7itost reuerently obediait to our 
Prince, yet are wee (as time hath often borne ■wiineffe) 
toe eafie to be fediiced to make Rebellion, vpon very flight 
grounds. Our fortunate and oft prooued valour in 
warres abroad, mtr heartie and reuerent obedieme to our 
Pri?iees at home, hath bred vs a long, and a thrice happy 
peace : Our Peace liath bred wealth : Ami Peace and 
viealth hath brought foorth a'generall fltiggifhnefse, which 
makes vs wallow in ail forts of idle delights, and foft 
delicacies, the firji f cedes of the fubuerfion of all great 
Monarchies. Our Cleargie are become negligent and 
lazie, our Nbbilitie and Gentrie prodigall, and folde to 
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their priuaU delights. Our Lawyers couetous, mir Com- 
mon-people prodigall and airious ; andgenerally all forts 
of people mare carefull for their priiiat aids, then for 
their mother the Common-wealth. 

For remedie whereof, it is the Kingspart (as the pro- 
per Phifician of his Polilieke-iody) to purge it of all thofe 
difeafes, by Medicines meetefor the fame : as by a ceriaine 
milde, and yet iufl forme of gmteriiment, to maintaine the 
Publicke quidneffe, and prevent all oaafions of Commo- 
tion : by the example of his owne Perfon and Court, to 
make vs all afliamed of our fluggifli delicacie, and to 
fliiTe vs vp to the praSlife againe of all holiest exer- 
cifes, and Martiall JJtadoisxs of Vi^arre; As like- 
wife by his, and his Courts moder&ieneffe in Apparell, 
to make vs afliamed of our prodigalitie : By his qnicke 
admonitions and carefull oucrfeeing of the Cleargie, to 
waken them vp againe, to be more diligent in their Offices : 
By thefliarpe triall, and fetters puni_fi,mefit of Ihepartiall, 
coueioiis and bribing Zawyers, to reforme their con-uptions : 
And generally by the example of his owne Perfon, and 
by the due exeadion of good Lawes, to reforme and abolifh, 
piece and piece, thefe old atid etiill groimded abufes. For 
this will not bee Opus vnius diei, but as euery one of thefe 
difeaf:s, mvflfrcm the King receiue the owne aire proper 
for it, fo are there fome forts of abufes in Common- 
•wealths, that though they be of fo bafe and contemptible 
a condition, as they are too low for the Law to looke on, 
and too nieanefor a King to interpone his authoritie, or 
bend his eye vpon : yet are they corruptions, afwell as tlie 
greatefl of them. Sots ajt Ant an Animal, afwell as an 
Elephant : fo is a VVretine Auk, afwell as a Swanne^ 
andfo is a fmall dint of the Toothake, a difeafe ofwi 
as the fearefuU Plague is. But for thefe bafe forts of 
corruption in Coniinon-wealthes, not oneJy the King, or 
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any inferior Magijlrate, but Quilibet fe populo may 
ferui to be a Phiftcian, by difwiiering and impugn- 
ing the errm; and by perfinading reformation thereof. 

Andfurely in my opinion, there cannot be a more bafe, 
and yet hurtful/, corruption in a Cotmtrey, then is the 
vile vfe {or other abufe) of taking Tobacco in this King- 
dome, which hath mooued me, Jhortly to difcouer the 
abufes thereof in this following little Pamphlet. 

If any thinke if a light Argument, fo is it but a toy 
that is be/lowed vpon it. Andfince the SubieB is but of 
Smoke, I thinke thefiime of an idle braine, may firuefor 
a fufficient battery against fo fumous aud feeble an enetny. 
If my grounds be found trite, it is all I looke for ; but if 
they cary the force of perfwafion with them, it is all I can 
wifh, and morethen lean expell. My onely care is, that 
you, my deare Countrey-men, may rightly conceiue euen 

by this fmallest trifle, of the finceritie of my n 

in^eater matters, neuer tofpare any 

paine, that may tetid to the 

procuring of your weale 

and profperitie.

JHat the mantfolde abiifes of this vile 
cutlome of Tobacco taking, rnay the 
butter be efpiecl, it is fit, ihat firllyou 
enter into confideration both of the 
fnrfl originail thereof, and likewife of 
ihe reafons of the firfl. entry thereof 
into this Countrey. For certalnely 
as fiicli cuflomes, that haue their firft 
;r from a godly, neceffary, or honorable 
ground ind are firfl brought in, by the meanes of fome 
worthy, vertuous, and great Perfonage, are euer, and 
iMofl iiiftly, holden in great and reuerent eflrmation and 
account, by all wife, vertiious, and temperate fpirits: So 
fliould it by the contrary, iuftlybring a great difgracein to 
that fort of cuflomes, which hauing their originail from 
bafe corruption and barbarity, doe in like fort, make 
their firil entry into a Countrey, by an inconfiderate 
and childifh affeClation of Noueltie, as is the true cafe 
of the firft inuention of Tobacco taking, and of the firft 
entry thereof among vs. For Tobacco htntg^zammcm 
herbe, which {though vnder diuers namesj grQvv.e^ :• .; 
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almoll. euery wliere, was firil found out by feme of the 
barbarous Indians, to be a Prefcruatiue, or Antidot 
againfl the Pockes, a filthy difeafe, whereunto thefe 
barbarous people are (as all men know) very much 
fubiedl, what through the vncleanly and adufl conRi- 
tiition of their bodies, and what through tlie intemperate 
heate of their Climat ; fo that as from them was firft 
brought into Cliriftendome, that rnoft. detellable dif- 
eafe, fo from them Jikewife was brought this vfe of 
Tobacco, as a blinking and vnfauorie Antidot, for fo 
corrupted and execrable a Maladie, the (linking Suf- 
fumigation whereof they yet vfe againil that difeafe, 
makirig fo one canker or venime to eate out another. 

And now good Countrey men let vs (I pray you) 
confider, what honour or policie can mooue vs to imi- 
tate the barbarous and beaflly maners of the wilde, 
godlefle, and (lanifli Tridians, efpecially in fo vile and 
(linking a cuflome ? Shall wee that difdaine to imitate 
the maners of our nei°;hbour France (hauing the fLlle 
of the firfl Chrilliaii Kingdom) and that cannot endure 
the fpirit of the Spaniards (their King being now com- 
parable ill largenes of Dominions, to the great Empe- 
ror of Turkii) Shall wee, I fay, that haue bene fo long 
ciuill and wealthy in Peace, famous and inuincible in 
Warre, fortunate in both, we that haue bene euer able 
to aide any of our neighbours (but neuer deafed any 
of their eares with any of our fupplications for affill- 
ance) (hall we, I fay, without blu(hing, abare oxirfelues 
fo farre, as to imitate thefe beaftly Indians, (laues to 
the Spaniards, refufe to the world, and as yet aliens 
from the holy Couen&nt of God ? Why doe we not 
as well imitate them in walking naked as they doe ? in 
preferring glaffes, feathers, and fuch toyes, to golde 
and precious ilones, as they doe? yea why do we not 
denie God and adore the Deuilt, as they doe ? 

Now to the con-upted bafenelTe of the (iril vfe of 

this Tobacco, doeth very well agree the foolilh and 

groundleffe firll entry thereof into this Kingdome. It 

is not fo long fmce the fird entry of this abufe amongft 

: yg.herei ^ this prefent age cannot yet very well re- 
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member, both the firil Author, and the forme of the 
firft mtrodiiclion of it amongfl vs. It was neither 
brouglit in by King, great Conquerour, nor learned 
Doctor of Phificke. 

Wttli the report of a great difcouery for a Conquefl, 
fome two or three Sauage men, were brought in, 
together witb this Sauage cuflome. But the pitie is, 
the poore wilde barbarous men died, but that vile 
barbarous cuflome is yet aline, yea in frefh vigor ; fo 
as it feemes a miracle to me, how a cuflome fpringing 
from fo vile a ground, and brought in by a father fo 
generally hated, (hould be welcomed vpon fo flender 
a warrant. For if they that firfl put it in practife heere, 
had remembred for what refpe<5l it was vfed by them 
from whence it came, I am fure they would haue bene 
loath, to haue taken fo farre the imputation of that 
diftafe vpon them as they did, by vfmg the cure 
thereof. For Sanis 7ton ejl opus medico, and counter- 
poifons are neuer vfed, but where poyfon is thought 
to precede. 

But fmce it is true, that diuers cuHomes (lightly 
grounded, and with no better warrant entred in a 
Commonwealth, may yet in the vfe of them thereafter, 
prooue both neceffaty and profitable; it is therefore 
next to be examined, if there be not a full Sympathie 
and true Proportion, betweene the bafe ground and 
foolifti entrie, and the loathfome, and hurtful! vfe of 
this ftinking Antidote. 

I am now therefore heartily to pray you to confider, 
fird vpon what falfe and erroneous grounds you haue 
firil built the generall good liking thereof ; and next, 
what finnes towards God, and foolifh vanities before 
the world you commit, in the detellable vfe of it. 

As for thefe deceitfull grounds, that haue fpecially 
mooued you to take a good and great conceit thereof, 
I (hall content my felfe to examine here onely foure of 
the principals of them ; two founded vpon the Theo- 
ricke of a deceiuable apparance of Realbn, and two 
of them vpon the miHaken Prafticke of general! 
Experience, 
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Firfl, it is tliought by you a fure Aphorifme in the 
Phyfickes, Tliat the braines of all men, beeing natur- 
ally coMe and wet, all dry and bote things (hould be 
good for them ; of which nature this (linking fuffiimi- 
gation is, and tlierefore of good vfe to them. Of this 
Argument, both the Propofition and AlTuraption are 
falfe, and fo the Conclufion cannot but be voyd of it 
felfe. For as to the Propofition, That becaufe the 
braines arecolde and moid, therefore things that arehote 
and drie ai"e bed for them, it is an inept confequence : 
For man beeing compounded of the foure Complexions, 
(whofe fathers are the foure Elements) although there 
be a mixture of tJiem all in all the parts of his body, 
yet mufl the diuers parts of our Microcofme or little 
world within our felues, be dluerfly more inclined, fome 
to one, fome to another complexion, according to the 
diuerfitie of their vfes, that of thefe difcords a perfe6l 
harmonie may bee made vp for the maintenance of 
the whole body. 

The ap|Dlication then of a thing of a contrary nature, 
to any of thefe parts, is to interrupt them of their due 
funiflion, and by confequence hurtfull to the health 
of the whole body. As if a man, becaufe the Liuer is 
bote {as the fountaine of blood) and as it were an 
ouen to the ftomacke, would therfore apply and 
weare clofe vpon his Liuer and (lomacke a cake of 
lead ; be might within a very fliort time (I hope) be 
fufteined very good cheape at an Ordinarie, befide 
the cleering of bis confcience from that deadly fmne 
of gluttouie. And as if, becaufe the Heart is full of 
vitall fpirits, and in perpetuall motion, a man would 
therefore lay a heauy pound ilone on his breafl, for 
flaying and holding downe that wanton palpitation, I 
doubt not but his breafl would bee more bniifed with 
tie vegl thereof, then the heart would be comforted 
w 1 f 1 1 difagreeable and contrarious cure. And 
euen fo s vith the Braines. For if a man, becaufe 
tl J- a ne are colde and humide, would therefore 
fe ardly by fmells, or outwardly by application, 
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things of hot and drie qualitie, all the gaine that he 
could make thereof, would onely be to put himfeife 
in a great forwardneffe for running mad, by ouer- 
watching himfelfe, the coldncffe and moiflneffe ot our 
braine beeing the onely ordinarie meanes that procure 
our fleepe and refl. Indeed I do not denie, but 
when it falls out that any of thefe, or any part of our 
bodie growes to be diftempered, and to tend to an 
extreniitie, bes'ond the co'mpaffe of Natures temperate 
mixture, that in that cafe cures of contrary quahties, 
to the intemperate inclination of that part, being 
wifely prepared and difcreetely minidered, may be both 
neceffarie and helpefuU for flrengthning and affiding 
Nature in the expulfion of lier enemies : for this is 
the true definition of all profitable Phyficlte. 

But firll thefe Cares ought not lo bee vfed, but 
where there is neede of tliem, the contrarie whereof, 
is daily practifed in this generall vfe of Tobacco by 
all forts and complexions of people. 

And next, I deny the Minor of this argument, as I 
haue already faid, in regard that this Tobacco, is not Am- 
ply of a dry and hot qualitie; but rather hath a certaine 
venemous facultie ioyned with the heate thereof, 
which makes it haue an Antipathic againfl nature, as 
by the hatefuU fmel! thereof doeth well appeare. For 
the Nofe being the proper Organ and conuoy of the fenfe 
of fmelling to the braines, which are the onely fountaine 
of that fenfe, doeth euer feme vs for an infallible wit- 
nefle, whether that Odour which we fmell, be health- 
full or hurtfiill to the braine (except when it fals out 
that the fenfe it felfe is corrupted and abufed through 
fome inlirmitie, and diHemper in the braine.) And 
that the fuffumigation thereof cannot haue a drying 
qualitie, it needes no further probation, then that it 
is a fmoake, all fmoake and vapour, being of it felfe 
humide, as drawing neere to the nature of the ayre, 
and eafie to be refolued againe into water, whereof 
there needes no other proofe but the Meteors, which 
being bred of notliing elfe but of the vapours and ex- 
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halations fucked vp by the Sunne out of the earth, the 
Sea, and waters yet are the fame fmoakie vapours 
turned, and transfonned into Raynes, Snowes, Deawes, 
hoare Frofl.es, and fuch like waterie Meteors, as by the 
coritrarie the raynie cloudes are often transformed and 
euaporated in bluflering winds. 

The fecond Argiunent grounded on a fliow of rea- 
fon is. That this filthie fmoake, afwell tlirough the 
heat and ftrength thereof, as by a naturall force and 
quahtie, is able and fit to purge both the head and 
ilomacke of Rhewmes and didillatlons, as experience 
teacheth, by the fpitting and auoyding fleame, im- 
meadiately after the taking of it. But the fallacie of 
this Argument may eafily appeare, by my late pre- 
ceding defcription of the Meteors. For euen as the 
fmoakie vajjours fucked vp by the Sunne, and (laied 
in the lowed and rolde Region of the ayre, are there 
contradied into cloudes and lunied into raine and 
fuch other watery Meteors : So this (linking fmoake 
being fucked vp by the Nofe, and imj>rifoned in the 
colde and moyfl; braines, is by their colde and wett 
facultie, turned and caft foorth againe in waterie dif- 
tillations, and fo are you made free and purged of 
nothing, but that wherewith you wilfully burdened 
your felues ; and therefore are you no wifer in taking 
Tobacco for purging you of diHillations, then if for pre- 
uenting the Cholike you would take all kinde of 
windie meates and drinkes, and for preiienting of the 
Stone, you would take all kinde of meates and drinkes 
that would breede grauell in the Kidneyes, and then 
when you were forced to auoyde much winde out of 
your flomacke, and much grauell in your Vrine, that 
you fliould attribute the thanke thereof to fuch nonrilh- 
ments as bred thofe within you, that behoued either to 
be expelled by the force of Nature, or you to haue 
burji at the bread fide, as the Prouerbe is. 

As for the other two reafons founded vpon ex- 
perience, the firfl. of which is, That the whole people 
would not haue taken fo generaU a good liking diere- 
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of, if they had not by experience found it verie 
foueraigne and good for them : For anfwere thereunto 
how eafily d)e mindes of any people, wherewith God 
hath replenifhed this world, may be draweti to the 
foolifh afFei51ation of any noueltie, I leaue it to the 
difcreet iudgement of any man that is reafonable. 

Doe we not dayly fee, that a man can no fooner 
bring ouer from beyond the Seas any new forme of 
apparell, but that hee can not bee thought a. man of 
fpirit, that would not prefently imitate the fame? 
And fo from hand to hand it fpreades, till it be prac- 
tifed by all, not for any commoditie that is in it, but 
only becaiife it is come to be the fafhion. For fuch is 
the force of that naturall Selfe-loue in euery one of vs, 
and fuch is the corruption of enuie bred in the brell 
of euery one, as we cannot be content vnleUe we imi- 
tate eiLery thing that our fellowes doe, and fo prooue 
our fehies capable of euery thing whereof they are cap- 
able, like Apes, counterfeiting the maners of others, to 
our owne deftruftion. For let one or two of the 
greatefl, Maders of Mathematickes m any of the two 
famous Vniueriities, but conflantiy affirme an) cleare 
day, that they fee fome flrange apparit on m the 
fkies: diey will I warrant jou be feconded by the 
greatefl. part of the Students m that profeffjon So 
loath will they be, to bee thought mferiour to their 
fellowes, either in depth of knowledge or fliirpnefle of 
fight ; And therefore the generall good Iikmg and 
irabracing of this fooliih cudome doeth but onely 
proceede from that affe<5tation of noueltie, and popu- 
lar errour, whereof I haue already fpoken 

The other argument drawen from a midaken ex- 
perience, is but the more particular probation of this 
generall, becaufe it is alleaj,ed to be found true by 
proofe, that by the taking of Tobat dmers and very 
many doe finde themfelues cured of diuers difeafes 
as on the other part, no man euer receiued harme 
thereby. In this argument there is firfl a great mif- 
taking and next a monfl,roiis abfurditie For is it not 
a very great miftakJng, to take Non caufampro catifa, 
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as they fay in the Logicks? becaufe peraduenture 
when a ficke man hatli had his difeafe at the height, 
hee liath at tliat iiiftant taken Tobacco, and afterward 
his difeafe taking the naturall courfe of declining, and 
confequently the patient of recouerJng his healtli, O 
then the Tobacco forfooth, was the worker of that 
miracle. Befide that,it isa thingwellknoweii toallPhi- 
ficians/thattiieapprehenfion and conceit of the patient 
hath by wakenini^ and vnitin" the vitall fpirits and fo 
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Eeiics, but neuei hane minde how many die of the 
Pockes in the flower of their youth. And fo doe olde 
drunkards thinke they prolong their dayes, by their 
fwinelike diet, but neuer remember howe many die 
drowned in drinke before they be halfe olde. 

And what greater abfurditie can there hee, then to 
fay that one cure Ihall ferae for diuers, nay, contrar- 
ious fortes of difeafes? It is an vndoubted ground 
among all Phificians, that there is almoft no fort either 
of nourifhment or medicine, that hath not fome thing 
in it dlfagreeable to fome part of mans bodie, be- 
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caufe, as I liaue already %d, the nature of the temper- 
ature of euery part, is fo different from another, that 
according to the olde prouerbe. That which is good 
for tlie head, is euill for the necke and the (houlders. 
For euen as a ftrong enemie, that inuades a towne or 
fortrefle, although in his fiege thereof, he do belaie 
and coinpaffe it round about, yet he inakes his breach 
and entrie, at fome one or few fpecial parts thereof, 
which hee hath tried and found to bee weakeft and 
lead able to refifl ; fo fickenelfe doth make her parti- 
cular aflault, vpon fuch part or jjarts of our bodie, as 
are weakeft and eafieft to be ouercome by that fort of 
difeafe, which then doth affaile vs, although all the refl 
of the body by Sympathie feele it felfe, to be as it 
were belaied, and belieged by the affliction of that 
fpeciall part, the griefe and fmart thereof being by the 
fence of feeling difperfed through all the red of our 
members. And therefore the fl^ilfull Phifician prefles 
by fuch cures, to purge and flrengthen that part 
which IS afflicted, as are only fit for that fort of difeafe, 
and doe bed agree with the nature of that infirme 
part , whidi being abufed to a difeafe of another na- 
ture, would prooue as hurtful! for the one, as helpfull 
for the other. Yea, not only will a Ikilfull and warie 
Phifician bee carefull to vfe no cure but that which is 
fit for that fort of difeafe, hut he wil alfo confider all 
other circumdances, and make the remedies futable 
thereunto : as the temperature of the clime where the 
Patient is, the conditution of the Planets, the time of , 
the Moone, the feafon of the yere, the age and com- 
plexion of the Patient, and the prefent date of his body, 
in drength or weakenefie. For one cure mud not euer 
be vfed for the felffame difeafe, but according to the 
varying of any of the forefaid circumdances, tliat fort 
of reraedie mud be vfed which is fitted for the fame. 
Whear by the contrarie in th is cafe, fuch is the mir- 
aculous omnipotencie of our /Irong tailed Tobacco, a.s 
it cures all forts of difeafes (whicii neuer any drugge 
could do before) in all perfons, and at all times. It 
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cures all raaner of di Hi 11 at ions, either in the head or 
ftomacke (if you beleeue tlieir Axioraes) although in 
very deede it doe both corrupt the hraine, and by 
caufing ouer quicke diigeftioii, fill the ftomacke full of 
crudities. It cures the Gowt in the feet, and (which 
is miraculous) in that very inftant wlien the fmoke 
thereof, as light, flies vp into the head, the vertue 
thereof, as heauie, runs downe to tlie little toe. It 
helpes all forts of Agnes. It makes a man fober that 
was dninke. It refrefhes a weary man, and yet makes 
a man hungry. Being taken when tliey goe to bed, it 
makes one ileepe foundly, and yet being taken when a 
man is fleepie and drowfie, it will, as they fay, awake 
his braine, and quicken liis vnderdanding. As for 
curing of the Pockes, it femes for that vfe but among 
tiie pockie Indian flaues. Here in Bug/ami it is re- 
fined, and will not deigne to cure heere any other then 
cleanly and gentlemanly difeafes. omnipotent pow- 
er of Tobacco \ And if it could by the fmoke thereof 
chace out deuiis, as the fmoke of Tobias fifli did (which 
I am fure could fmel no flronglier) it would feme for 
a precious Relicke, both for tJie fuperflitious Prieds, 
and the infolent Puritancs, to caft out deuiis withall. 

Admitting then, and not confeffing that the' vfe 
thereof were healthful! for fome fortes of difeafes ; 
fliouM it be vfed for all fickneffes? fhould it be vfed 
by all men ? flioidd it be vfed at al times ? yea fliould 
it be vfed by able, yong, ftrong, healthful men ? Med- 
icine hath that vertue, that it neuer leaueth a man in 
that flaie wherin it findeth him : it makes a ficke 
man whole, but a whole man ficke. And as Medicine 
helpes nature being taken at times of neceflitie, fo be- 
ing euer and condnually vfed, it doth but weaken, 
wearie, and weare nature. What fpeake.I of Medi- 
cine? Nay let a man euery houre of the day, or as oft 
as many in this countrey vfe to take Tobacco, let a man 
I fay, but take as oft the befl forts of nourifliments in 
meate and drinke that can bee deuifed, hee Ihall with 
the continuall vfe tiiereof weaken both his head and his 
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flomacke: all his members fhall become feeble, his 
Ipirits dull, and m the end, as a drowfie lazie belly- 
god, hs ihall eiianifh m a Lethaigie. 

And from this weaknefTe it proceeds, that many in 
this kingciome haui had fudi a contimiall vfe of taking 
this vufauorie fmoke, as now they are not able to for- 
beare the fame, no more then an olde drunkard can 
abide to be long fober, without falling into an vncur- 
able ncakeAeffe and euill conftitution : for tbeir con- 
tinuall cullome hath made to them, liabitmn, allcram 
iiaturam : fo to thofe that from their birth haue bene 
continually nourifhed vpon poifon and things venem- 
ous, wliolefome meates are oiiely jDoifonable. 

Thus hauing, as I tnille, fufficiently anfwered the 
moft printi])all arguments that are vfed in defence of 
this vile cuftome, it rells onely to informe you what 
finnes and vanities you commit in the filthie abufe 
thereof. Firll, are you not giiiltie of finnefull and 
(bamefuU luR? (for lull may bee as well in any of the 
fenfes as in feehng) that although you bee troubled 
with no difeafe, but in perfect health, yet can you 
neither be merry at an Ordinarie, nor lafciuious in the 
Stewes, if you lacke Tobacco to pron ok e your appetite 
to any of thofe forts of recreation, Ijfling after itas the 
children of Ifrael did in the wilderneffe after Quaiies? 
Secondly it is, as you vfe or rather abufe it, a branche 
of the finne of drunkenneiTe, which is the roote of all 
finnes: for as the onely dehght that drunkards take 
in Wine is in the (Irength of the talle, and the force of 
the fume thereof that mounts vp to the braine : for no 
drunkards lone any weake, or fweete drinke ; fo are 
not thofe (I meane the flrong heatc and the fume) the 
onely qualities that make Tobacco fo delectable Co all 
the louers of it? And as no man likes (Irong headie 
drinke the firll day {hcamft: i/cmo rcfic/iU _^l turpiffl- 
miii) but by cuftome is piece and piece allured, while 
in the ende, a drunkard will haue as great a thirft to 
bee diunke, as a fober man to quench his third with 
a draught when hee bath need of it : So is not this the 
very cafe of all the great takera of Tobacco} which 
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therefore they themfelues do attribute to a bewitching 
qualitie in it. Thirdly, is it not the greateft finne of 
all, that you the people of all fortes of this Kingdome, 
who are created and ordeined by God to bellowe both 
your perfons and goods for the maintenance both of 
the honour and fafetie of your King and Common- 
wealth, (hould difable your felues in both ? In your 
perfons hauing by this continuall vile cuftome brought 
your felues to this (hameful imbecilitie, that you are 
not able to ride or walke the journey of a lewes Sab- 
both, but you mufl. haue a reekie cole brought you 
from the next poore Jioufe to kindle your Tobacco 
with ? whereas he cannot be thought able for any fer- 
uice in the warres, that cannot endure oftentimes the 
want of meate, drinke and lleepe, much more then 
mud hee endure the want of Tobacco. In the times of 
the many glorious and vidlorious battailes fought by this 
Nation, there was no word of Tobacco. But now if it 
were time of warres, and that you were to make fome 
fudden Cauakado vpon your enemies, if any of you 
(hould feeke leifure to (lay behinde his fellowe for 
taking of Tobacco, for my part I (hould neuer bee foiie 
for any euill chance that might befall him. To take 
a cudome in any thing tliat cannot bee left againe, is 
mod harmefull to the people of any land. Mollicies 
and delicacie were the wracke and ouerthrow, fird of 
tlie Perfian, and next of tlie Romane Empire. And 
this very cuftome of taking Tobacco {whereof our pre- 
fent purpofe is) is euen at this day accounted fo e(fe- 
minate among the Indians themfehies, as in the market 
they will offer no price for a llaue to be fold, whome 
they finde to be a great Tobacco taker. 

Now how yoLi are by this cudome difabled in your 
goods, let the Gentry of this land beare witneffe, fome 
of them bedowing three, fome foure hundred pounds 
a yeere vpon this precious ftinke, which I am fure 
might be bedowed vpon many farre better vfes. I 
read indeede of a knauifh Courtier, who for abufing 
the fauour of the Emperour Alexander Seucnts his 
Mader by taking bribes to intercede, for fundry per- 
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fons in his Mafters eare, (for whom he neuer once 
opened his mouth) was iuflty choked with fmoke, with 
this doome, Fumo pereat, qui ftimum veiiditiit : but of . 
fo many fmoke-buyers, as are at this prefent in this 
kingdome, I neuer read nor heard. 

And for the vanities committed in this filthie cnf- 
tome, is it not both great vanitie and vncleanenefl'e, 
that at the table, a place of refpecl, of cleanlineffe, of 
modeflie, men fhould not be afisamed, to fit toffing of 
Tobacco pipes, and puffing of the fmoke of Tobacco one 
to another, making the filthy fmoke and flinke thereof, 
Co exhale athwart the difhes, and infect the aire, wjien 
very often, men that abhorre it are at their repad ? 
Surely Smoke becomes a kitchin far better then a 
Dining chamber, and yet it makes a kitchin alfo often- 
times in the inward parts of men, foiling and infefling 
them, with an vndiuous and oily kinde of Soote, as 
hath bene found in feme great Tobacco takers, that 
after their death were opened. And not onely meate 
time, but no other time nor aftion is exempted from 
the publike vfe of this vnciuill tritke: foasif the wiues 
oi Diepe liR to contefl with this Nation for good maners 
their word maners would in all reafon be found at lead 
notfodiftion ft( ) n th point. The publike 

vfe where f at all m nd n 11 places, hath now 
fo farre p Id d m n 'ery foimd both in 

iudgemen d npl n h u bene at lafl forced 
to take it If th t d f j rtly becaufe they were 
afhamed t f m f g I (1 k the two PhiJofophers 
that were f d t d k th nf lues in that raine 
water, and fo become fooles afwell as the red of the 
people} and partly, fo be as one that «as content to 
eate Garlicke (which hee did not loue) that he might , 
not be troubled with the fmell of it, in the breath of 
his fellowes. And is it not a great vanitie, that a man 
cannot heartily welcome his friend now, but draight 
they mufl bee in hand with Tobacco ? No it is become 
in place of a cure, a point of good fellowfliip, and 
he that will refufe to take a pipe of Tobacco among 
his fellowes, (though by his own eleftion he would 
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ratherfeelethefauourof a Sinke) is accounted peeuifli 
and no good company, euen as they doe with tippeling 
in the cold Eafleme Countries. Yea the Miflreffe 
cannot in a more manerly kinde, entertaine her fer- 
uant, then by giuing him out of her faire hand a pipe 
of Tobacco. But herein is not' onely a great vanitie, 
but a great contempt of Gods good giftes, that the 
fweeteneffe of mans breath, being a good gift of God, 
(hould be willfully corrupted by this ftinking fmoke, 
wherein I muft confeffe, it hath too (Irong a vertue : 
and fo that which is an ornament of nature, and can 
neither by any artifice be at the fird acquired, nor 
once loll, be recouered againe, (hall be filthily cor- 
rupted with an incurable fllnke, which vile qualitie is 
as directly contrary to that wrong opinion which is 
holden of the wholefomnefl!e thereof, as the venime of 
putrifactioii is contrary to the vertue Preferuatiue. 

Moreouer, which is a great iniquitie, and againft all 
humanitie, the husband fliall not bee afliamed, to 
reduce thereby his delicate, wholefome, and cleane 
complexioned wife, to that extremitie, that either fhee 
mnfl alfo corrupt her fweete breath therewith, or elfe 
refolue to hue in a perpetual! flinking torment. 

Haue you not reafon then to bee afhamed, and to 
forbeare this filtiile noueltie, fo bafely grounded, fo 
foolilhly receiued and fo groffely miftaken in the right 
vfe thereof? In your abufe thereof finning againft 
God, harming your felues both in perfons and goods, 
and raking alfo thereby the markes and notes of vanitie 
vpon you : by the cuilome thereof making your felues 
to be wondered at by al! forraine ciuil Nations, and 
by all ftrangers that come among you, to be fcorned 
and contemned. A cuilome lothfome to the eye, hate- 
full to the Nofe, harmefull to the braine, dangerous to 

the Lungs, and in the blacke ftinkiiig fume there- 
of, neereft refembling the horrible Sti- 
gian fmoke of the pit that Is 
botcomelefle. 
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The foregoing Inveaive was n-rilten by the King of Great 
Britain. How early its royal authorfhip was avowed, I know 
not ; but it was generally known long before its iiiferlion in 
tlie coUecled edition of the King's Work/s, publilhed in 
i6t6. 

But King James iiopped not, in his Crafade sgainll Tobacco, 
at words. In the foUoiviug Cemmiffip pro Tab-icco he added 
Fines and Blows. 

James, by the grace of Gad &•€. to ouf riihc Trustit and richl Wclbsloued 
CousenandCoun.-cllor, TS^O-uas Earli sf Danit our High Trcasour^ of 
EneLande, G.ee tinge.
